SANITATION LAWS 
EFFECTIVE JUNE IO 


A copy of the new sanitary code 
and regulations passed by the thirty- 
seventh legislature, which became ef ­ 
fective Jun e 12, has been received 
by the city health officer from Dr. 
Carrick, state health officer, who re- 
; quests that the regulations be given 
publicity and issues instructions thai 
; they must be rigidly enforced. 
The main feature of the new laws 
is the compulsory cleanliness of es­ 
tablishm ent, equipment and employes 
of all food handling establishments 
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in one of the most exciting games 
ever played in the county, D ecatur 
ninewon the second of a five-game se 
lies from Alvord at that place yes­ 
terday afternoon. 
Decatur lads were 
such as meat m arkets, restaurants, , °j^ 
defense e w°rk, making a total 
bakeries, dairies, etc. 
This is known 
as the food hander law. 
Another 
feature is requiring phyiscians to ob­ 
serve and adhere to certain regula­ 
tions of sanitation 
The sections of the new law ap­ 
plicable in Decatur are as follows: 
F o r Medical Profession. 
All doctors, physicians, midwives, 
nurses or those in attendance at 
child-birth shall use phyphylactic in 
the child’s eyes consisting of one per 
cent solution of nitrate of silver or 
other phophylactic solution approved 
by the state board of health. 
Failure 
to do so makes* the guilty party lia­ 
ble to a fine of from ten to one hun­ 
dred dollars. 
Bakeries and Employes. 
Section I. 
Any building used as 
a bakery must be properly cleaned, 
lighted, drained and ventilated. Ev­ 
ery bakery shall be provided with ad­ 
equate plumbing and drainage fa­ 
cilities including wash sinks, toilets 
and w ater closets, the two latter to 
be separate and apart from the rooms 
in which the bakery products are 
produced, stored or handled. 
All 
wash sinks, toilets and the closets are 
to be kept sanitary at all times, all 
rooms shall be well lighted and ven­ 
tilated aud the room in which the 
dough is mixed or handled and Hie 
bakery products and ingredients are 
stored must be kept clean and sani­ 
tary. 
All openings in these rooms 
must be screened. 
Separate room 
shall be provided for the changing 
apparel, of employes and moue of 
these rooms are to be used for sleep­ 
ing. 
No employe or other person shall 
sit upon or lean against any bench, 
table, counter or shelf used or in­ 
tended as a repository for dough or 
any other bakery product or ingredi­ 
ent. 
No animals or fowls are to be 
kept or allowed in a bakery 
Before 
beginning the preparing, mixing or 
in any way handling the ingredients 
used in baking, the employe so doing 
will first thoroughly wash his hands 
and arms, and a wash basin, good 
soap and clean towels m ust be al­ 
ways at hand- for this purpose. 
No 
person employed in a bakery shall b- 
permitted to use tobacco in any form 
or in any room, in the shop, and no 
baker or employe who is affected 
with any contagious disease or i n ­ 
fections disease shall be permitted to 
work in any bakery or handle any 
of the products. 
Medical Examination. 


.Section I of the house bill No, 12o 
states that it shall be unlawful for 
any individual, person, firm, corpora­ 
tion or common carrier, operating or 
conducting any hotel, cate, restaurant 
or other public eating place or oper­ 
ating any bakery, meat market, pub­ 
lic dairy or dairies, to hereafter em ­ 
ploy or keep in their employ any per­ 
son or persons infected with, or af­ 
fected by any contagious disease, sari 
employer to at once discharge aux 
person or employe so infected or ai 
feeted. 
Section 3. 
Every individual, per­ 
son, firm, corporation or common ca: 
rier operating any hotel, cafe, res 
tau ran t or other public eating plac­ 
er operating any dairy or dairies, 
meat market or bakery, shall insti­ 
tute and have made a medical exam­ 
ination of all their employes at in 
ter va Is of time not to exceed one 
month, aud shall after such a med­ 
ical examination promptly dischatg 
from his or their employment an. 
person or persons found to be infect­ 
ed or affected by contagious disease. 
Section 2. 
That it shall be unlaw­ 
ful for any individual, firm or cor­ 
poration operating or conducting an 
hotel, restaurant or public eat.ii- 
place, meat market, bakery, dairy or 
dairies to work or employ any per 
son who at the time of their em­ 
ployment has not a certificate from 
some responsible and reputable phy­ 
sician attesting to the fact that tim 
bearer has been examined by such 
physician within one week prior to [ scorin g ;

Three Norwegians Plan Interest­ 


ing Trip That Will Take About 


Year and a Half. 


ALL ARE TRAINED SEAMEN 


Boat Will Have No .Covering Except 
Canvas Awning to Spread Over 
the Bunks When It Rain*— 
Boat to Be 8loop Rigged. 


ixpw York.—Norwegians are no long­ 
er Hie leading sea rovers they once 
were, hut their adventurous spirit Ad 
not yet extinguished. 
There is a 
round tower at Newport, built of rude 
stones, a lasting monument to some 
forgotten visitors to these shores. Who 
built it no one can tell, but surely not 
aboriginal Americans for it embodies 
principles of architecture unknown te 
them. 
Anthropologists believe It was 
built by the Norsemen, who, there is 
evidence to show, found America long 
before Columbus, 
as early as the 
Tenth century.

However, they hope to escape 
stormy weather, except an occasional 
squall, by sailing In summer time. 
The boat will have no covering except 
a canvas awning to spread over the 
bunks when It rains. 
Cooking will be 
done on an oil stove. 
They will start 
with a stock for 14 weeks’ provisions 
in the hope of being able to cross the 
Atlantic within that time. 
They will leave Sandy Hook in the 
near future and steer for the Scllly 
or 
Azure 
islands. 
From 
Gibraltar 
they will go to Suez. Sumatra, the 
Philippines, Hawaii, California, Pana­ 
ma. pass through the canal and come 
uf> the Atlantic coast to New York. 
The entire voyage is experted to take 
from 16 to 18 months.

Berlin.—Tile high cost of living, cou­

mark and low salaries, has hit Ger­ 
man 
government employees such a 
blow that a number of them say frank­ 
ly the only way In which they can ex­ 
ist is “to go deeper into debt every 
day.” 
Some of them have borrowed money 
on their salaries for months ahead, 
and must borrow more. 
fine government official, on a salary 
of 2,000 marks a month, which before 
tile war w a s a reasonable wage, sold 
he had been unable to buy any clothes 
for four years, that his garments now 
were threadbare, his shoes worn out, 
and lie had contracted debts with his 
grocer which he could not pay. 
"There is nothing to do but keep on 
going deeper aud deeper into debt," he 
said. 
“I do not know where it will 
end, nor what will become of me. 
I 
earn 2,000 mark* a month; a suit of 
clothes costs me* 3,000, a pair of shoes 
,'>00. a good meal nearly IOO; cigars, 
cigarettes, wines, they are tmt of th* 
q riesfion.” 
It Is not uncommon for men who 
were once wealthy or held high-sal­ 
aried positions to ask foreign acquaint­
